There, in 
a new republic, just feeling its Strength, 
and trying its wings, he told the story of 
his country's wrongs, and hv his genius 
and persistency secured the help of the 
most feared military organization in the 
world. He set sail to the shores of the 
Isle in the West with thf most pou erfid 
military expe^Uoa that ever anchored 
off our ahores. Storms arose, and the 
ships were scattered like white sea birds. 
Again he lahored, and planned, and 
]ili)tted, and another mighty fleet of war- 
ships set sail from the Texel. .-Vnd at 
Campcrdown the sun set on the ruiri of 
his hopes and the destruction of the 
Dutch men-of-war who had the grim pur- 
pone of freeing old Ireland from the cen- 
ter to the sea. But Tone never wavered. 
He set out once again; this time on a 
hopeless errand, and m Lough Swilly he 
fought a fight as hravcly as diil Sir Rich- 
ard Greville when he fought the little 
Revenge against the entire Spanish fleet 
off Plorcs, in the Aaores. The laat scene 
in his life was the saddest of all. After 
the mockery of a trial, the dim cell and 
death. His whole career wan spent for 
Ireland. He told his ailvist rs who begged 
of him not to set sail on his la^t voyage 
that he would go to Ireland if he went 
only with a corporal's guard. And 
bravely he set out and unflinchingly he 
gave his life for the land he loved best. 
Not one halting, one turning aside marks 
his career. Prom the very first he fixed 
his eyes upon the pilot star and coursed 
along. A heroic struggle it v*-as, great in 
its infinite effort, terrihle \n its tragic 
sadnem. France has her Nai)oleon, Prus- 
sia her Frederick, Russia her Peter, 
Sweden her Charles. All fought for con- 
quest, lust of power nifsd them forward, 
ambition swayed and directed them. But 
Ireland has this man— Wolfe Tone! Not 
a soldier who, like the English Wolf or 
Nelson, died supreme in the moment of 
victory, hut a simple soldier who IovchI 
his country and died ingloriously ; one 
who was a failure if you estimate men's 
work by immediate results, but who was 
no failure before God or man if to leave 
in example that will encourage in the 
years that are unborn, and if a name to 
inspire noble actiona and goodly sacrifice* 
be the work of heroes who mt>ld men's 
minds and train a people's yearnings. So 
it will come to pass that tliis 1 ')th of 
August will be a great day for our Ire- 
land, and a great day, toe, for that Ire- 
Und beyond the sea.

Coming fo America ia Nunbers 
That Beat All PrevkMt 
Records. 



The I.onl Mayor of Dublin, with his 
Secretary, Mr. Thomas Kennedy, and 
Mr. William Field, M. I*., have return 
to Dublin after a week's tour throuj 
distressed districU of the coasU of West 
Oortc and Kerry. A visit will be paid 
inunedlately to the distressed districts on 
the coasts of Mayo and Galway. At the 
conclusion of the tour of inspection a 
report w ill he drawn up giving the results 
of tlic relief oiwrations, showing the pres- 
ent state of the affected localities and 
otierittg recommendations for their per- 
manent improvement This report when 
published, written as it 'will be in thor- 
oughly impartial spirit and from actual 
experience and observation, will be a doc- 
ument of the first itnportance. It will 
help nuiterially to throw new light on the 
economic and social conditions of the 
cottiers in the congested districts, and 
thereby aid in bringing' about reforms 
which are urgently needed. So fares 
the coasts of Cork and Kerry are con- 
cerned, the Lord Mayor and Mr. Pield 
found the most convincing proof of the 
gocKl work done through the agency of 
the Mansion House a'ni othei relief com- 
mittees. The seed {X)tatoes supplied 
promise an excellent harvest, and the 
spirits of the people are very hopeful. 
One thing has been proved by the im- 
portation of new seed into the localities, 
namely— that the .seed shoulil he |)erirKli- 
cally chang^. It is not necessary that 
the seed should he imported from Scot- 
land, inasmuch as the varieties of soil in 
Ireland arfe so many and so distinct that 
an inter-oonnty exchange of seed will 
suit all pur p ose s . As a first result of the 
visit to the Sonth, Mr. WUliam Field, M. 
I\, is about to ask a nuthber of questions 
in the House of Commons. Those (jues- 
tions will have reference to the suggested 
extension of the railway from Kenmare

John Cudahy has recovered the fortune 
he lost five years ago on the Board of 
Trade. He has paid in that time ^2,000,- 

IMN* in debts. It was in August of 1803 
he was caught "long" on pork, the panic 
preventing hanks and friends coming to 
his assistance. Now he has paid all 
claims and is rich again. 

When Mr. Cudahy walked out of the 
Hoard of Trade five years ago his ircaltby 
brother, Michael, banded him a check 
for 1100,000, saying: "John, Uke that 
and use it." 

John Cadaliy has used the money with 
remarkable saga ity. The rejxsrt is that 
ne is not only out of debt, but making 
money by thousands of dollars in Board 
of Trade speculation, in the packing 
business and tnni^ortation enterprioes 
in Alaska; 

A prominent broker said of Cudahy's 
success: "Cudahy has displayed a com- 
mercial keenness as rare as it is remark- 
able. His native resources are practically 
inexhausible and his nerve has never 
been surpassed in Chicago. He made 
lots of money selling pork short last year 
at the time the Montreal syndicate was 
supposed to have the product cornered. 
He was bullish on wheat during the 
Leiter camjwign. He made money on 
the long side, and then became short to 
his large profit."

If yoa ask Commissioner McSweeney 
hesighaand shakes his head, and says: 
"It's because they can't live in Ireland. 
Times are constantly grow ing worse there. 
There is no hope for the Irish peasant. 
If you travel in Ireland everywhiere you 
hear the question, ' When are yon going 
to America?' 

" It's not the question, ' Are you going 
to America ?' but when. And the answer 
always is, ' When I've saved enough 
money,' or 'When mother dies,' or 
' When my si.ster sends over my passage.' 
They are always looking forward to it 
from their childhood. They expect to 
go aa much as they expect to go to 
heaven. 

"And you wouldn't wonder at their 
eagerness if you could see the barren and 
desolate Ireland they are leaving. 

"Last summer I went to Ireland. I 
traveled with a priest who had not beeu 
home for thirty years.

the floor of the House of Commons in his 
speech on the secoiul reading of the 
aliens bill, on Kecember "Jx, ITlcj, to tes- 
tify his abhorrence of the principles of 
the French revolution. It is a mere toy 
dagger, made of wood. It was sent frotn 
France to a manufacturer at Biamingham 
with an order for a, large number to be 
made like It. and Burke had only re- 
ceived it the same day from Sir James 
Bland Rurgess, on his way down to the 
House. The ccU-brateil ilagger scene 
was, like many other historic epiaodes in 
the Hou.se of Commons, wholly nnpce- 
me<litaled.

Even in these hot nights the room is' 
too small fo hold those who would come 
to read the pap( rs and pipy games and 
listen to the Rev. l-'ather Dougherty's 
words of inspiring instruction. 

Away down in the heart of the sailor 
there is a feeling of deep reverence fcr 
God. Out on the ocean where the sky 
and sea make their only vista, all speak 
of the Infinite God, who, like the ocean, 
is deep and high— mid full of mystery. 

This little place, w hich is too crampetl 
for its great work, is loved by the boys of 
the .sea, and when they come ashore they 
hasten to meet old friends and fine new 
ones. 

"We don't obtrude religicm upon 
them," said Father Dougherty, the sn 
perintendent recently a, pointed by Arch 
bishop Conigan, to a rejwrter. "Vet 
we know that they are brought under the 
infience of tlu- religious spirit, as it ia 
proven by the excellent way in which 
they attend mass in the neighboring 
church of .St. Veronica." 

The work waa found necessary at first 
by the establishment of reining rooms by 
other denominations. TheCatlioIic bOye 
wanted their own place. 

A committee was at first formed headed 
by the Archliisliop of New York, the Rev. 
M. A. Corrigan, the Rev. Father John J. 
Kean,-the Rev. David J. McCormick, the 
Rev. Father Charles H. Parks,' clviplain 
of the San Francisco war ship, the Rev. 
Father Chidwick, of the ill-fated Maine, 
and the Rev. W. H. L Heaney, of the 
Olympia. These men worked hard amiil 
manydiscouragenientstili at h iiglii plans 
were formulated and the work was suc- 
ces.sfully carric<l on. 

The room at 17K Christ^ber street wat 
engaged, 2,000 bookt of an interesting 
kind were purohased, tabieS and chairs, 
games of every kind are there, dumb 
bells, quoits, etc. On Sunday evening 
a ser\'ice is held, singing, prayer and 
short instruction by the spiritual director, 
r.itlier Dougherty.

Father Dough- 
erty, drops into the readtng-room. not as 
a minister as much as a friend. The 
room is open from 12 m. to 10 p. m. every 
day. The sailors, while they have a 
chance, come in and read or write letters, 
and oftentimes to enjoy a (jiiiel smoke. 
I watched some of them as they were 
deeply engaged in a game. An old man

When the war between 
England and Spain broke out in 1797

died at Lima, after a short illness, on 
March IH, IHOI. He left one son, Ber- 
nanio ( )'JIiggins, who served on the 
popular side in Chili during the war of 
liberation, and became the Liberator of 
Chili and President of the Congress.

Whitman was making his rounds in 
he neighborhood of Twenty-first and 
Main streets, and he noticed two men 
stealing down the street. Robl)eries have 
been thick in this part of the city lately, . 
and he determined to follow them. The ' 
men stopped at Twenty-first and Rowan 
streets, and then crossed the street and 
stealthily began pteparathma to eater the 
hoiue. 

Whitman blew his whistle for Patrol- 
man HefTernan, whom he knew to be in 
the neighborhood, and ran out of the 
shadow and told the men they were un- 
der arre.st. 

The largest of the burglara kept his .

The Seventeenth-street patroa wagon 
soon arrived, and Heffernan waa taken to 
his home, at 2301 Bank street. There he 
had hemorrhage after hemorrhage, and 
the blood came so fast that it waa thought 
adviaable to Uke him to St Joseph's 
Infirmary. 

Heffernan ia forty-four yeara old, and 
haa a wife and four children. He haa 
1)een a member of the force for four years, 
before which he waa a member of the fire 
department He ia a brother of FoUee 
Lieutenant I'M«ar<l Heffernan. Only a 
few days ago be had a narrow escape 
from a negro gamtder. who fired three 
ahots at him. 

As soon as the shooting was reported at 
the headquartera, men were Instantly 
sent out to search for the fugitives. 

From the description given by Whit- 
man, the deteedvea are coavlacad that 
one of the men waa Howard Clark, who 
has been arrested befon and is regarded 
as a very had character, and the Chief of 
Police of New Albany was immediately 
asked to look for him, and arrest him if 
he could find him there.

Atthongh aerentecii yean had 
elapsed since the <Ic-ath of the liberator, 
it was not long after ttuit the idea of a 
national mouuDient, to I'onniieniorate his 
great achievements, was broached. 

.During the aeventeen years that elapsed 
■iaca the death of O'Coaacll, the Bai^iBh 
pnaa aiaa rt ed with more or leaa elabora- 
tioBof aii^iiient and pretense of ])r(M>f 
thkt the desire manifested 1>v the Irish 
people for a repeal of the union was Imt 
a passing erthusiasni with which a clever 
agitator ha<l inspired them — a delusion 
which could not outlive his time— a folly 
which they had oatgnnm aa aoon aa it 
had ceased to be noommended to them 
by the persnaaiTe tonea of the only man 
who could ever have iadoead tliam to be- 
lieve in it. 

Tliese assertions served as a sort of ex- 
cuse for the maintenance in Ireland of a 
domination against which almost the en- 
tire population protested; but their chiei 
pnapoae waa to deceive foreiipi tiatioBs 
«a to the real depth and intensity of na- 
tional feeling. They were utterly false, 
as was proven by tile liniidreils f>f tbon- 
sands of visitors « lio <-,Miie to Dublin to 
witness the ini|iit ssi v c i i reinonies and 
piove their fidelity to a noble principle — 
their adberenee to the caoae and rever- 
ence for the memory of a great man who 
>enr*d their country faithfully, though 
he did not achieve the full meaanre of 
Sttce'ess for which he labored. 

In the lionors p ii.! to the iiRiiior\ of 
O'Connell, the unchanging ]),itriolisin and 
the unfailing gratitude of the Iri.sh race 
were nobly illustrated. They made of 
that day a holiday for Ireland. They 
ut aside all other things to take part in 
movement which would ahow their 
iding fealty to the irish caoaa. 
The processiou, which waa MM of the

Aniviag at the place where the monu- 
ment now ataada, the late Shr John Grey 
read the following address in tbe pres- 
ence of the Lord Mayoi and other promi- 
nent othcials: "The people of Ireland 
meet to-day to honor the man whose 
matchless genius won emancipation, and 
wbase fearless hand struck off the fdters 
whereby six millions of bis oonntrymen 
were held in bondsge in thdr own 
land. ' • • • 

"Thus shall this monument teach our 
children, and our cbiMrens' children, 
from generation to generation, the great 
lesson of O'Connell's life. In it, so real- 
iced, will be embodied, and by it will l>e 
perpetuated, bis principles and his policy. 
Thus shall the noble imageof our Tribune 
ever speak from this platform to the Irish 
race, teaching them how liberty may be 
won — how it may be used with most ad- 
vantage to all -and how best and most 
securely to maintain and transmit it, un- 
impaired and untarnished, to ]X)sterity."
